Ha^e tho cellar walls swept 
and liberally whitewashed, clean the 
floor and sprinkle with Hrao. 
Every 


box, eirpboaid 
and 
boarding place 


should be thoroughly cleaned with hot 
water and soap. 
If there is any per- 


ceptible dampness, the collar should 
be aired, If possible, and often this 
can be overcome by buiaing a small 
gas or oil stove in the cellar fur one 
day.

paper or steel wool, dipped in tuip^n 
tine, tbe blackest coating, which is apt 
to accumulate in winter on 
waxed 


floors not frequently polish oil, can be 
easily and quick!j removed, and a 
washing with turpentine does much 
to brighten up uny waxed floor, pre 
naratory to the application ot a light 
fresh coat of wax anil potlbhlng with 
the weighted biush. As with all other 
painters' materials, however, turpcn 
tine is shamefully 
ad it Iterated, and 


care must be taken to Kct only tho 
best and puicst from some thorough 
ly reliable dealer. The usual adulter- 
ant is cheap benzine, and as benzine 
turns «?ood floor wav a dirfy white, 
turpentine so adulterated luis mi in- 
jurious effect on the floor. The floor 
"waxeb" made with tallow show leas 
effect from adulterated turpentine, but 
tbe wine householder will use only 
those floor waxes made with bee'a 
wax and turpentine, with a little par- 
aflliie, but no tallow.
